REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11.^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

The Applicant essentially argues that the Bansemer teaches away from the Applicant's present invention by teaching that the 
outcomes of the skill games "are determined based on probabilities unrelated to the player's decisions" The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees and states that the player decides to press a button to send an input to the game machine to signal to the 
game machine that the player has chooses to take a shot from a gun or perform some timing selection. This player action does 
indeed affect the skill game outcome in some way. If the player does not provide this action the game will not proceed, etc. The 
claim language fails to specifically disclose in what way the skill game outcome is influenced by the player. Further the claims 
merely recite the displaying of indicia pertaining to a calculated multiplier wherein the multiplier merely provided the player with 
the illusion that the award they receive is based upon the calculated multiplier. This calculated multiplier is an obvious mere 
mathematical calculation due to the fact that the player will always receive or be awarded the randomly determined award 
associated with the skill game outcome. The award a player receives is not based upon the calculated multiplier. Thus the 
calculated multiplier is obvious to one or ordinary skill in the art because a player will want to know the correlation between the 
numbers of successful tries of a skill game and the awarded prize .
